Great ‘anxiety is: felt here 
also regarding other vessels of the fish- 
ing fleet known to have been within the 
scene of the raider’s activity. 

The’ Triumph, which léft Portland, 
Me.,- last Monday for the Western 
Banks, was captured by a German sub- 
marine at 2 P, M. yesterday. A crew 
of sixteen men was placed on board 
and they lost no time in arming her 
with two guns and beginning their work 
ef havoc among the fishermen. 

‘Captain’ Myrrhe, master-of the Tri- 
umph, who landed here with his men 
this morning, said he was told by the 
Captain of the submarine which cap- 
tured his vessel that his was only one 
of six U-boats operating on this coast. 

*“We intend to destroy the fishing 
fleets, "the German commander added. 
Captain Myhre and his crew were taken 
aboard the submarine yesterday after- 
noon and photographed by the Germans, 
who offered them refreshments and cig- 
arettes.. They said: they started for 
shore, sixty miles away, late in the 
afternoon. Before they left, the’ Ger- 
mans had put two Nght “guns on the 
Triumph, fore and aft, and fitted’ up a 
small wireless apparatus. The Triumph 
then’ set off, in company with the sub- 
marine, for fishing vessels in the vicin- 
ity... 

Motor boats have gone out from here 
to meet survivors of other fishing ves- 
sels which are believed to have been 
sunk by the Triumph, but do not ven- 
ture far off shore for fear: of themselves 
felling victim to the improvised sea 
raider. 


PORTLAND, Me., Aug. 21.—The steam 
trawler Triumph, which was owned by 
the North Atlantic Fisheries Company, 
had landed her catches at this port dur- 
the the Summer for a canning company 
with extensive Government contracts 
and-for local dealers. The trawler was 
-pulltabout four years ago, and had a 
carrying capacity of 300,000 pounds of 
fish., She took on a supply of coat’ on 
leaving here. 


BOSTON, Aug. 21.—Fishermen | here. 
waid today that if the German subma- 
rine made use of the trawler Triumph 
as a raider they would have to re- 
coal her at least every ten days. The 
Triumph was manned entirely by a’ 
Canadidn crew. She is 125 feet in 
length, fifteen feet deep with a twenty= 
two-foot beam, and registers about 250 
tons gross.

Aug. “91.—It is to be 
doubted ° if anything could have 
caiised more. satisfaction throughout 
our army than’ the announcement 
that the first. American, made air- 
planes were doing: duty on the front. 

Many discouraging delays and 
discomfiting ‘stories from the United 
States. about. our air program have 
caysed.a certain spirit of apathy and 
doubt, not only among our aviators 
but ‘in-the infantry. and artillery as 
well—a, sort of feeling that Amer- 
ica was never going to produce any 
airplanes: on the front lines. Our 
soldiers had seen Germany and our 
allies increase their air strength, 
and had realized the growing im- 
portance ‘of-air ‘work, while all the 
time American . airplanes . seemed 
only a myth, our trained aviators 
having waited so long in vain’ for 
machines. 

France had | supplied all’ the ‘ma- 
chines she could spare, but because 
of’ the large number of our airmen 
that “left most ‘of them “on the 
ground. - For. the first sixteen 
months we were in.the war we placed 
no airplanes ‘on ‘the front, and it ‘was 
impossible. for. our: allies- to supply 
cur large needs in .a comprehensive 
way because: of their own require- 
ments. We have had ‘squadrons: at 
work for months with French* ma- 
chines, but we could have had: ten 
times as many-men inthe air had 
the machines been here. 

“American Machines at Front. | 

But now comes. the refreshing 
promise that all this is'.to be 
changed.:American airplanes, Amer- 
ican from tip to tip, are here at the 
front, and that brings. belief in the

LONDON, Aug. 21.—Under cover 
of a heavy fog General Byng’s Third 
Army attacked this morning after a 
short “crash” bombardment on the 
ten-mile front from the Ancre River 
to the neighborhood of Moyenneville.

British Attacked at Dawn. 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 21, (Associated 
Press.)—Having smashed into Gen- 
eral von Below’s 17th Army dur- 
ing- a heavy fog at dawn today 
on a front of. more than ten miles, 
extending from the Ancre River to 
Moyenneville, the British - have 
throughout the day made. steady 
progress forward, capturing vil- 
lages, taking prisoners. and guns, 
and inflicting heavy casualties’. on 
the surprised army. / 

Coming directly on the heels of 
the battle south of the Somme, the 
scene of which virtually adjoins the 
field of the new operations, this blow 
exploits to the limit the confusion 
created. among the German forces by 
their recent defeats. 


Fierce Fighting on Railroad. 


Heavy fighting has occurred along 
the. embankment of the Albert- 
Atras Railroad, which, although 
well ‘within the German lines last 
night, seems to have been -easily 
reached by the storming British in- 
fantrymen, who were assisted in this 
task by tanks, 

It was from this embankment that 
‘the Germans, armed with countless 
machine guns, fired a rain of bul- 
lets in efforts to keep: the British 
from coming further; but while they 
were doing it they themselves must 
have suffered severely, not only 
from the flood of direct and indirect 
machine-gun fire, but also from 
shells “which were sent crashing 
about their ears from directly in 
front of them, from the British field 
guns moved up closely in the rear 
‘of the infantry, and from their flank, 


where the big British guns hurled |: 


in an avalanche of steel from the 
north. 

As is inevitable when a” battle 
rages with such intensity as along 
this- embankment, the exact’ situa-

washed their hands of all taint of inter- 
nationalism when they broke away from 
the main body of the party a few weeks 
ago. As the Thomas section of the 
party numbers two-fifths of the whole

Risings of peasants led by parties of 
the Right have been a. feature of other 
revolutions, and ‘no one will be less sur- 
prised than the Bolshevikt, who began 
in' the late Spring of this year with a 
policy defintely intended to create class 
consciousness among the peasantry and, 
therefore, bound to embitter certain ‘sec- 
tions. 

‘‘ For proper understanding of the sit- 
uation it is necessary to know on what 
section of the peasantry those who or- 
ganize such risings base their hopes. 
All parties alike realize that on peas- 
ant support depends the future of the 
revolution, consequently there is a 
fierce struggle to get and keep their 
allegiance. Representation of peas- 
ants is claimed both by the Left and 
Right Social Revolutionaries and by 
the Bolsheviki. 


Peasantry at First Unaffected. 


“‘At the beginning of the revolution 
the determining factor in the political 
outlook of the peasantry was the ab- 
sence of the whole of the younger peas- 
antry in the ranks of Russia’s gigantic, 
overgrown-army. At first the older 
peasants and. the women, who alone 
were left in the villages, can hardly be 
said to have had a political outlook at 
all. The revolution for some _ time 


searcely affected them. 

‘“‘The peasantry in the scr at first 
returned Menshevist delegates and men 
on leave took something of this political 
coloring to the villages, which, how- 
éver, soon became the field of energetic 
propaganda by the Right Social Revolu- 
tionaries, while in the army Bolshe- 
visw was gaining ground and receiving 
enormous impetus. After the July of- 
fensive and Korniloff's disastrous af- 
fair, the Social Revolutionaties were 
censolidating their position in the coun- 
try. By this time the Petrograd and 
Moscow Soviets were definitely Bol- 
shevist, and the same could be said of 
the whole army, so that the- October 
revolution was not only possible but 
inevitable. 

** However, this was the culminating 
period of the Right Social Revolution- 
aries in the country, where they had 
exclusively to deal with the older peas- 
antry; who, cowed by long years of sub- 
servience to their employers, followed 
the lead of the more substantial peas- 
ants. hen, with the flooding back of 
the Russian Army to its native villages, 
the younger men took with them Bol- 
shevist coloring, which presently ab- 
sorbed the whole of peasant politics, 
and, after the Left Social Revolution- 
aries~had broken with the Right and 
supported the Soviet, was illustrated in 
the general returning of their candi- 
dates to the Soviets. 

‘“‘Thus, by the time the Constituent 
Assembly met, it no longer reflectéd the 
feeling of the peasants because the 
peasantry was now strengthened by 
enormous numbers of younger men, who 
whole-heartedly supported the Soviets. 
Complete demobilization increased the 
Bolshevist hold on yhe peasant popula- 
tion, which only lafer began to wane as 
the young men wefe once more absorbed 
into the life of the country and came 
once more under the domination of the 
richer peasants. The non-arrival of the 
millennium, which some sogeret spirits 
had foouishly but forgivably expected, 
helped less the tendency of secession 
from the Bolsheviki than-of secession 
from politics altogether. 


Lenine ._Tries New Tactics, 


**Lenine, .who has always perceived 
the danger of basing the revolution ex- 
clusively on.the town population in 
such a country as RuSsia, now initiated 
an attempt to create class consciousness 
among the peasants, knowing that the 
only success such an attempt could give 
the revolution was the wide basis which 
he needed. He said in ‘April: 

*“**In the country of peasants which 
has just thrown off the yoke of the 
Left and only six. months ago was ” 
bearing that of Kerensky there is only 
too much of the anarchic disorder, which 
was increased by the war. Therefore 
only the tenacious efforts of the work- 
men and conscious. peasants can bring 
about a necessary change in the orienta- 
tion of the masses, and-it is only. when 
the proletarians and half proletarians 
have made this change that the bour- 
geoisie, and above all that part of the 
bourgeoisie which is most-numerous and 
most tenacious defence of its priv- 
fleges, namely, ch peasants, will 
have been conquered.’ 

‘* Thenceforward a new a ase entered 
the revolutionary. vocabulary, ‘ Kulak,’ 
meaning tight fist or rich peasant, and 
from at moment the revolutionary 
struggle reached the Russian peasantry. 
The Kulaks were ceftainly hard mas- 
ters, harder by far than the larger land- 
owners, and their autbority in the vil- 
lages was almost unbounded. From then 
on wall their influence was used against 
the. Soviets,

ORDER SHOWS F. EAR : 
OF GERMAN REVOLT 


Ludendorff Directs Steps to Pre- 
vent Assembling of Weapons 
for That Purpose. 


BRITISH .HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 21, (Associated Press:) 
—Germany's military leaders have. now 
become distinctly worried over the pros- 
pects of a revolution in Germany. Gen- 
eral Ludendorff, in a captured sécret 
order, has taken: steps to employ the 
assistance of his commanding Officers 
and various governmental agencies to 
help him stamp out the glowing spark 
which has been seen. The order, which 
is more illuminating than anything 
which has come out of Germany in 
many months, follows: 

“It ‘has come to my ~- knowledge 
through a letter addressed ¥ the Royal 
Prussian Ministry. of. War that men on 
leave have spoken publicly of a revo- 
lution which is to break out after the 
war. 

‘“‘A soldier, said to have come. from 
the industrial region of Rhenish West- 
phalia, declared in a train that in his 
home district men were going on leave, 
taking weapons with them for the afore- 
said object, and that it was easy to 
take home German: or captured re- 
volvers as well as hand grenades sepa 
rated into two parts. 

‘I desire that the clothing of men 
going on leave be searched as test cases 
before their departure. It will be pos- 
sible to carry this out at the baths and 
dressing stations.- I wish to impress 
upon all superior officers who’ happen 
té6 hear such objectionable talk or who 
hear of it through others that they must 
deal with it.at dnce and without hesita- 
tion., The home authorities and the Di- 
rector of Military Railways. have been 
directed ‘to take rican. acd meas- 
ures.”’

LAY AS THOUGH SHAMMING 





Had Advanced Under Protection of 
Natural Ridge, and Lifted Head 
to Fix. Location of Enemy. 





An eyewitness story of how Joyce Kil- 
mer of THE Tres staff mét death at 
the front was told yesterday by Lemist 
Esler, a Sergeant Major, who served 
side by side with Kilmer in the Marne 
advance, and found Kilmer's body after 
the writer had been shot through the 
head by a bullet from a German ma- 
chine gun. Sergeant Bsler, a Harvard 
gtaduate, and a son of Mrs. R. L. Esler 
of this city, has just returned to this 
country for instruction duty at a draft 
army camp. He was withdrawn from 
the Rainbow Division, to which he was 
attached with Joyce Hilmer. shortly 


after. the opérations were concluded in 
which Kilmer was killed. 
wee Saves Kilmer met his end in the 
‘heroic performance of his duty,’’ said 
Sergeant Esler. ‘‘ During the Marne 


advance, the ist Battalion of the. old 
68th Regiment, to which we were both 
attach penetrated a village which the 


Germans had evacuated. é night be- 
fore Joyce Kilmer was killed we were 
in full occupation of the town, and early 
next morning our battalion was directed 
to go on and pick up contact with the 
enemy again. 

‘* Being attached to the Intelligence 
Department, it was the duty of mer 
to precede the battalion and discover 
the possible location of enemy guns and 
enemy units. The last time I saw him 
alive was on that morning, after he had 
br t forth alone into No Man’s Land, 

had come back on a brief errand 
into the village. He was full of enthus- 
fjasm and eager to rush back into the 
woods, where hé and others had sud- 
denly earte ote enémy machine guns. 
y of us movéd out with him— 
the battalion slowly following. 
commander sent forth a patrol with 
Kilmer in the lead to establish the exact 
location of the machine guns which were 
bunched in the woods. I lost sight of 
Kilmer, and a couple of hours later the 
battalion advanced into the woods to 
clear the Spot of the enemy. In the 
course of this advance I suddenly caught 
sight of Kilmer lying on his stomach on 
a bit of sloping ground, his eyes just 
peering over the top of what appeared 
a natural trench. Several of us 
fan toward him, thinking he was alive 
and merely iving there with his atten- 
tion fixed on the enemy, 

‘We called to him, but received no 
answer. Then I ran Pe | and turned him 
on his peek, onty (te ind that he was 
dead with a bullet through his brain. 
What had happened was obvious. He 
had crawled ahead of his patrol - to 
scent out the guns and had reached this 
ridge of ground behind which he bn 
himeelf concealed from the German 
ners until, no longer able té6 résist the 
temptation, he stuck his head ver the 
ridge to get a better view of the enemy. 
In that position the bullet found him. 


Buried With Officers. 


** It is ndt a rule to bury enlisted men 
with officers. But Kilmer had won so 
much admiration and respect: not only 
from. the enlisted men in his company 
but also from the officers, that the Com- 


mander of the regiment authorized ‘that 
his gravé be dug on the spot and that 
e be buried next to the grave of a 
heroic Lieutenant who had just lost his 
life. Thus was a tribute paid to him 
although Kilmer himself, in th t 
love that he bore for his fellow enilated 
men undoubtédly would have considéred 
it as great an honor to lie at the side

arrival in France, he was constant- 
ly on the lookout for something 
to do. The front was his goal, and 
one could see that he would never be 
happy until he was hy on the firing 
line doing his duty with the men who 
were in the thick of it.

But he 
fretted under the task. 
“He bent all his effotts toward bein 

transferred, and he finally had himsel 


elevated to the rank of sergeant. I was 
supply sergeant at the time, and Joyce 
Kilmer was a perfect trial to me. He 
would always be doing more than his 
orders called for—that is. getting much 
nearer to the enemy’s positions than 
any officer would ever be inclined to 
send him. Night after night he would 
lie out in No. Man’s Land, crawling 
through barbed wires, in an effort to 
locate enemy positions and enemy guns, 
and tearing his clothes to shreds. On 
the following day he would some to me 
or a new uniform.

gree dangerous to health is no answer 
to what interests the public chiefly. 
The charge that the river is’ polluted 
in the ne hborhood of the park: needs 
no ‘proof’ to" those who haye eyes and 
noses. The pollution is not of a sort 
which needs a microscope or a chemist 
It is more unwholesome 
than the factory acids or fumes! 
which cause more annoyance, but 
less disease. In the river the swim- 
mers ‘‘ play whale’’ and spout’ the 
water which there is reason to believe 
to be poisonous. 

This is not a New Jersey nuisance 
te which New Yorkers expose them- 
selves when they cross the river to 
the park. The villages on the river 
side of the park have disposal works, 
put there by “the activities of Mr. 
Haton; the New York side’ is‘ inno- 
cent: of anything of. the sort. . Event- 
ually New: York® City must «protect 
itself against this threat to the health 
of its dwellers who seek health and 
risk disease on the New Jersey side 
of the river. .That may come about 
by the intervention of Federal au- 
thority, such as has been exerted 
against the New Jersey polluters as 
part of the protection of the national 
harbor. But that is too distant to be 
considered in the present State of. the 
city’s finances. 

The immediate necessity is for po- 
licing the use made of the park, re- 
inforced by some simple and cheap 
sanitary arrangements. That is nec- 
essary because the users of the park 
belong mostly to a clasé of the pop- 
ulation whose sanitary ideas are not 
well developed,- and who are in the 
care of the park when they are there. 
It would be well if Mr. HatcnH and 
Mr. PERKINS could get together some- 
how, the one to make reasonable sug- 
gestions along lines of his “experience, 
and the other to make what use of 
them may be practicable.

“THE NECESSARY AID.” 

There is some comfort and reas- 
surance concerning the situation in 
Siberia‘ and the admittedly dangerous 
position of the Czechoslovak troops 
in a press dispatch from Washington 
published yesterday; not in the belief 
expressed that ‘‘ assistance being sent 
‘* to the Czechoslovaks in the Baikal 
‘‘ region of Siberia.will reach them in 
‘* time,’’ but ‘in the’ statement made 
‘‘a high’ official’ in“ the . State 
Department,’’ who said ‘‘ that this 
‘* was a part of a bigger program now 
‘being worked out in a practical 
‘* way to furnish the necessary aid.’’ 

The assurance that ‘‘ a bigger pro- 
gram ’’ is engaging the attention of 
Washington is: ait admission’*that the 
earlier ‘‘ program ’’ was inadequate. 
Willingness to admit mistakes, and 
correct them, is an attribute of large 
minds. The decision to send only a 
‘* little handful '’ of American troops 
to Vladivostok was a mistake. It was 
a mistake for the American Govern- 
ment to withhold its assent to the 
plan of our partners in the war to 
dispatch to Siberia a force sufficiently 
large to give the needed support to 
the Czechoslovaks against the German 
and Austrian war prisoners opposing 
them, and to the Russians needing 
and ardently desiring help and pro- 
tection against two foes, the Teu- 
lonic enemy, and their Bolshevist op- 
préssors. The course of events in 
Russia has brought that mistake and 
its consequences clearly into view. 
We hope the correction comes in 
time. 

However comfortably confident 
Washington may feel that timely re- 
lief will reach the Czechoslovaks in 
the neighborhood ‘of Lake Baikal, 
such information. as is available 
from other sources is not equally 
reassuring. This force, 
the Allies, fighting the cause of 
the Allies, is in some peril. Its 
strength is variously estimated to be 
from 30,000 to’ 40,000 men: Before 
relief can reach it from Vladivostok, 
an intervening force of the enemy, of 
equal or greater strength, must be 
met and overcome. It would be a 
serious reproach to us, and a bitter 
memory, : if these brave and loyal 
friends of the allied cause should be 
overcome’ because the aid it was long 
ago pfanned to send them was delayed 
by our objection. 

The period of tenderness for the 
feelings and interests of the Bolshe- 
viki, of the Soviet tyranny in Russia, 
is at an end, we hope. Openly or 
covertly, from one motive or another, 
oftentimes from a secret sympathy 
with the aims of socialism, the vir- 
tues and the aspirations of LENINE and 
TRoTZKky have been much. preached 
about in this country. . This.advocacy 
was of dirett service to Germany, it 
has’ been )seriously harmful to the 
cause of the allied Governments. The 
argument that intervention in Siberia 
would drive the great body of the 
Russian people into the arms of Ger- 
many was persistently employed by 
the friends of the Bolsheviki here, and 
ic has had its effect, unfortunately. 
Nobody. can any longer pretend that 
the Bolsheviki are not our enemies; 
and we can no longer doubt that the 
Russian people would be grateful 
for alliéd help in their efforts to over- 
throw the brutal and destructive des- 
potism set up in the name of the revo- 
lution and of freedom, but really’ at 
the instigation of Germany, by the

As the duper and idol of the “ hill-

“held her down”; that “ American 
“ youths are to be fed to the Moloch

“ as their ruler ”; that “the cause of 
“this war was ‘the: interference on 
“the part of Germany with commerce

that the war was“ purely a matter of 
pecuniary profit ’"—this man will not 
be in the Senate after March 3, 1919. 

Representative HARRISON, a sound, 
loyal American, will succeed this Sen- 
ator who voted against the Armed 
Ship bill, the declaration of war, con- 
scription; who. opposed practically 
every war measure, though he prom- 
ised to support the war after it was 
declared. His sneers and snarls will 
soon be heard no more in Washington.

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AN ILLINOIS PROPHET. 

To BoNAMY PRICE, the economist, a 
hallowed Oxonian gibe, ascribes this 
opinion of Niagara Falls: “ Beastly 
“place. One can’t hear the sound of 
“one’s voice.” Our amiable friend, 
Senator Lewis of Illinois, makes no 
such complaint of the thunders of 
war. From Paris, again adorned by 
his presence, he sends the thoughts 
that arise in him as he looks into the 
seeds of time. The Republican and 
Democratic Parties’ are to. “ have 
nothing left but their names.” They 
“are already finished so far as their 
“former traditions and activities are 
“ concerned.” 

How many times have those tough- 
old entities been pronounced dead, 
been ostentatiously inurned! How 
often, to take a local example, has 
Tammany been buried! The Repub- 
lican Party died in 1912; the Dem- 
ocratic Party in 1860 and again in 
1896. They are still remarkably 
healthy, and while, as generations and 
issues arise, changes, modifications, 
reversals of old policies occur and new 
doctrines are accepted, the thread of 
historic continuity is never entirely 
lost. 

Of the domestic readjustments and 
reconstructions, economic, -financial, 
industrial, social, to be expected after 
the war, Mr. LkEwis says hardly a 
word. He sees just two great do- 
mestic issues: Shall war insurance 
be continued? Shall Government con- 
trol or ownership be made permanent 
and its scope enlarged? In other 
words, shall Federal socialism, adopt- 
ed for war reasons as a temporary ne- 
cessity, or, in the case of the tele- 
graph and telephone lines, as an as- 
sumed necessity, become a lasting 
and ever-swelling policy? Does Mr. 
LEwis expect both parties or either 
party to favor this absolute remaking 
of the Government? He is a candi- 
date for re-election to the Senate. 
His term expires next year. He is too 
prudent to emit his opinion. It is 
like enough that there will be a per- 
sistent effort to impose bureaucracy 
on the industries and communications 
of the United States. Mr. LEwis is 
sure that the State rights issue “ has 
been killed by the’ South.” It may 
revive all over the country when the 
conception of a meddling, monstrous, 
all-swallowing Federal State is made 
clear to. Americans, who now put 
up with anything for the war’s sake. 

But the great issue of the next Pres- 
idential campaign to Mr. LEwis, look- 
ing: fondly from the .Seine to Lake 
Michigan, will be whether the United 
States “shall have formal defensive 
“and offensive alliances. with other 
“countries,” or co-operate “ with 
“this or that country, or group of 
“countries” temporarily for “a 
specified worthy object.” Mr. LEwis 
finds “a group in the South” and 
another in New England that will 
favor the formal and permanent al- 
liances. Then he turns him to his 
West and begins drawing lines across 
the map from Omaha to St. Paul, 
from San Francisco to Seattle. The 
“ great foreign element” in the West 
is againstsgormal alliances and is to 
be enlarged. Mr. Lewis changes the 
immigration laws, insérts 25,000,000 
immigrants, | ‘between the lines, gives 
each of the 25,000,000 “a farm as

SPAIN MAY SEIZE GERMAN SHIPS. 

There is no longer any room. for 
doubt concerning the note of protest 
sent by Spain to the German Govern- 
ment. After the substance of it had 
been printed by the Spanish press, 

oreign Minister DaTo, on the 18th, 
issued a denial. “ As to the Spanish 
note addressed to Germany,’’ said‘he, 
“it is impossible to publish it, be- 
cause it does not exist.” The first 
contradiction of this denial came, on 
the 20th, from an associate in the 
Cabinet, General Marina, Minister of 
War, who spoke of “the note re- 
“cently sent by the Spanish Govern- 
“ment to Berlin, regarding the sink- 
“ing of Spanish ships by’ subma- 
rines,” asserting that although: its 
tone was “ firmer” than that of pre- 
ceding protests, it could not affect 
his , nation’s neutrality or cause a 
rupture with Germany. Minister DaTo 
may have been angry, but his denial 
was not repeated. 

Then the entire Cabinet, Dato prob- 
ably included, on the 21st gave to the 
public an official statement about the 
note, admitting that in it Spain had 
given notice of her intention, “ in case 
of new sinkings,” to replace the ves- 
sels thus lost by taking German ships 
now: interned in Spanish ports. The 
Berlin Government is told that 20 per 
cent. of Spain’s merchant tonnage has 
been sunk, and more than 100 sailors 
killed or wounded, “ships needed ex- 
“clusively for Spanish use- having 
“ been torpedoed without the slightest 
“ pretext.” The Government feels 
that it must guarantee indispensable 
maritime traffic and protect Spanish 
sailors, but its purpose, thus an- 
nounced, “ does not affect its firm re- 
solve to maintain strict neutrality.” 
Spain should have a more competent 
Foreign Minister than the one whose 
denial has thus been repudiated and 
disproved by jhe Cabinet. 

But why should interned German 
ships be taken only for Spanish ves- 
sels which may hereafter be torpedoed 
and sunk? If justice and the nation’s 
needs require such compensation for 
future losses, why should not some, 
if not all, of the eighty-one already 
destroyed be replaced by selection 
from the ninety idle ships lying in 
Spain’s harbors? Germany is fortu- 
nate in being held accountable only 
for offenses which, after this warn- 
ing, can easily be prevented by new 
orders to the submarine pirates. 
“ New sinkings,” with continued. Ger- 
man reverses on the wéstern battle- 
front, might lead Spain to replace 
the entire 20 per cent. which has been 
cut from her merchant’ marine. Her 
neutrality will be more commendable 
if the shipment of supplies to troops 
is not interrupted and German spies 
are driven from her coast.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


To demand for. the 

New York’s New York policemen, 
Claim. 28 such, exemption 
from the coming draft 

Is Special. \. to invite ill-natured 
comment, of course, from other cities 
all over the country, for in those 
other cities, too, and: especially the 
larger ones, there is naturally a dis- 
inclination to have their own police 
forces weakened by the departure of 
many men Giffleylt or penobgible to re- 


‘place. 


No other city, however, holds any- 


‘thing like the: same relation to the rest 


of thé country that New York does, 
and the maintenance in none of them 
of a police force of the very best qual- 
ity is a matter of anything like such 
importance as it is to them ali that 
here order and safety shall at all times 
be preserved. Upon that maintenance 
depends in no small degree—to a degree 
far greater than at any other. port—the 
movement of our troops to France and 
the constant flow to them of ammuni- 
tion and food supplies. It is not at all 
unfair; therefore, for New York to ex- 
pect and to demand a special treatment 
in this matter of police exemption, not 
as a favor to its own citizens, but for 
reasons that are not appreciably any 
more theirs than those of other Amer- 
icans. They are reasons directly con- 
nected with winning the war, and that 
is a New York interest only as it is an 
American interest, or, to put the case 
still more strongly, an interest of the 
whole civilized world. 

Our police force lost many of its men 
as. volunteers. for every branch of the 
military service, and the draft of men 
from 21 to 31 took many more. The 
decrease will be serious indeed: with 
the draft age advanced to 45, for that 
will. include a large majority of. the 
whole organization—practically all of 
the men who are capable of police ser- 
vice in those most strenuous forms for 
which’ there may ‘any day. be urgent 
demand. ; : 

‘Should there arise abroad a necessity 
for more soldiers as desperate as can 
be imagined, New York would be glad 
to see every one of its policemen. sail 
for France, and it would and could get 
along, somehow,. with grandfathers and 
boys for home guards. But such a 
necessity is not now in sight, and every 
day that passes makes less the likeli- 
hood of its coming. 


That the adoption 
here of the so-called 
skip -stop plan of 
running surface cars 
would compel New 
Yorkers to do more walking than. they 
do now is unquestionable. It is unques- 
tionable,, too, that New Yorkers prefer 
riding to walking, and that therefore 
the innovation, from the standpoint of 
their established habits and personal 
preferences, would be one for the worse. 
That is only one side of the case, how- 
ever, “and far from its most important 
side. 

This generation does not realize as 
well as did its predecessor how much 
more of energy is required for the opera- 
tion of a car that makes frequent stops 
and starts than for one that can 
traverse its route with only a few of 
them. When our street cars were drawn 
by horses the difference was pathetic as 
well as obvious, for it was in starting 
the loaded cars that the animals had to 
make the expenditure of strength that 
wore them out so soon. The difference 
is the same with electric cars, only now 
the expenditure is of coal at the power 
stations instead of horseflesh between 
the rails, and to prevent waste of. coal 
is at present something for the sake of 
which we all should, and would, endure 
with cheerfulness a considerable amount 
of inconvenience.. 

But the skip-stop plan woula ae more 
than save coal—it would also save time 
for all passengers riding. more than a 
few blocks. This it would de by in- 
creasing the speed of the cars, and the 
increase would be appreciable, even if 
only every other corner ceased to be a 
stopping place. Washington and sev- 
eral other cities already have the stops 
still further apart without finding them- 
selves intolerably .troubled, for, . the 
longer. the intervals, the greater will be 
the speed attained in. the journey as a 
whole. 

In New’ York the skip-stop rule can- 
not be an iron one, but should be ad- 
justed to the widely’ different ‘conditions 
that exist in different parts of the city. 
Where the distances between avenues 
are long the crosstown cars could be 
exempt from it entirely and step at any 
corner, as now.

AIRPLANE. PARACHUTES. 


Some Difficulties of .Their Use in 
Case of Accident, 


To the Rastor of The New York Timea: 

Your editorial remarks in yesterday’s 
Times invite comment upon the peculiar 
fact that although jumping from air- 
planes with parachutes’ has been. 
practiced both here and abroad for 
some time no use is being made of such 
means of reaching the ground in safety 
eithér at the front or at our training 
camps. 

As a matter of fact it is an entirely 
different matter to jump from an air- 
plane on an even keel, choosing the 
exact moment to let yourself go, from 
a similar jump when made from a 
structure which is ‘spinning—perhaps 
upside down—and certainly subject to 
very erratic movements. 

For one thing, if. an airplane comes 
down ‘‘out of control’’ it is the duty as 
well as the natural tendency of the 
pilot to “stick it out’’ and to do his 
uttermost to regain equilibrium. If he 
happens to be high enough. the chances 
are in favor of his doing so before:con- 
nection with the ground is made. ._By the 
time he realizes that it is too late for 
him to right his machine. before crash- 
ing it. will be too late for the parachute 
to open, provided he could possibly man- 
age to jump clear of it into space. 

Do not forget that.a modern airplane 
presents considerable difficulty in getting 
in and out of the seat. Indeed, in many }. 
types the pilot. or observer sits fairly 
between the wings and cannot get 
clear of the machine except by climbing 
over several stay wires. If the ma- 
chine. were falling ‘‘out of control’’ it 
would be next to impossible to get out 
of the ‘seat in time, not to speak of the 
many chances of being caught in one 
of the many wires or the always present 
possibility of dropping into the path of 
the propelier. 

Then, assuming the aviator to have 
jumped clear of the machine, there is 
the further chance, which amounts al- 
most to certainty, of having the-fall- 
ing wreck drop upon his parachute as 
it opens. It will take a drop of two 
hundred feet or so to open a parachute 
of large size. Then its speed begins 
to slow down, and with the large area 
it presents it is unlikely that it will 
havea chance to get clear of the fall- 
ing wreck, which travels much faster. 

As it is, is is probable that many acci- 
dents are prevented by the very fact 
that the aviators are not provided with 
parachutes. They stick to their ma- 
chines and, unless of course they are 
too near the ground, in a great majority 
of cases manage to regain control of 
their machines.

The Water Power Bill.

In your issue of the 16th inst. you curry an 
interview with Attorney General Lewis, 
headed ‘‘ Another Veto Laid to Hearst by 
Lewis.’’

If Governor Whitman vetoed the bill which 
Mr, Lewis describes on the ground, as the 
latter alleges, that the bill made no previ- 
sion for the acquisition of the power by the 
city of Oswego—then Governor Whitman cer- 
tainly showed himself more alert to protect 
vested rights and to uphold the integrity of 
the State in dealing with one of its munici- 
palities than has Mr. Lewis. Judge Vann 
has held that the State by its acts and 
agreements has. conferred certain - water 
rights at such dam to the city of Oswego. 
Mr. Lewis, as Attorney General, has per- 


sistently held these same agreements scraps 
of paper. 

It looks now to citizens of Oswego that 
the whole play of the so-called Water Power 
bill pregented to the last Legislature by the 
Attorney General was mone for Fall con- 
sumption.

JULY’S SHIPPING LOSS 
SLIGHTLY ABOVE JUNE’S 
Total Allied and Neutral Tonnage 


Lost, 313,000, Shows Big 
Drop from 1917. 





LONDON, Aug. 21, (via Montreal.)— 
Losses of merchant shipping by Great 
Britain during July aggregated 176,479 
tons, an increase of 10,065 tons over 
June. 

Allied”and neutral gross tonnage sunk 
aggregated 136,532, making the total 
gross tonnage lost during the month 
313,011. The loss in allied and neutral 
tonnage was an increase of 20,552 tons 
over the report for June. é 

Compared with the adjusted May losses 
the July shipping casualties show a de- 
crease in British vessels lost of 55,300 
tons and an increase in allied and neu- 
tral vessels of 3, . Compared with the 
July figures of 1917 the combined Brit- 
ish, allied, and neutral losses show a 
decrease of 262,938 tons. 

The British losses in July exceeded 
the building figures in United Kingdom 
yards by 34, gross tons, but during 
the same month a total of 12,220 tons 
was completed for British account, re- 
ducing the deficit to 22,311, as com- 
pared with the average monthly deficit 
in the first six months of this year. of 
nearly 90,000 tons. ‘ 

Sailings to and from Great Britain 
during July were more numerous than 
ever, being 7,718,898 gross tons for 
steamships exceeding 1,500 tons. This 
represents an increase of 288,512 tons, 
as compared with June.
